Often  these  little  fellows  will  be  seen  wel¬ 
coming  the  first  spring  days  even  before  the  snow  is 
entirely  gone.  They  should  be  used  liberally  in  the 
sunny  rock  garden  and  are  fine  border  plants  for 
hardy  perennial  beds  or  walks.  Blooming  period 
covers  about  five  weeks  just  ahead  of  the  inter¬ 
mediate  group.
